President Coolidge celebrated his 
fifty-third birthday by reading 
some of the several thousand birth- 
day cards and telegrams which 
reached him from all parts of the 
world, paying his first visit to the 
executive offices in Lynn, and rest- 
Ing. 

Cablegrams were received from 
Kings and ruling heads of virtual- 
ly all the nations. Other messages 
bore the names of prominent Amer- 
icans, among them being one from 
Judge Elbert H. Gary. , 

For dinner tonight he invited Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank W. Stearns, Sec- 
retary and Mrs. Sanders and Capt. 
and Mrs. Adolphus Andrews to 
share a birthday cake with him 
aboard the Mayflower, which is an- 
in Marblehead Bay, four 
miles from White Court. Capt. 
Andres, his naval aid, commands 
the yacht. 

Ever since he dropped in on the 
Marine camp without announce- 
ment, the President’s staff at the 
executive offices has kept an alert 
lookout, but Mr. Coolidge arrived 
early this morning, 15 minutes be- 
fore Secretary Sanders made his 
appearance. He sat at the secre- 
tary’s desk, glanced over the mall, 
signed some papers and commented 
approvingly upon the arrangement 
of the office. 


Planned to Be With Father. 

President Coolidge had planned 
to be with Col. Coolidge in Plym- 
outh today, but the latter’s illness 
caused him to made a hurried trip 
into Vermont early in the week 
and he abandoned his original in- 
tention of passing his birthday at 
home. 

While the President was at the 
offices comment was declined upon 
a report that Secretary Weeks, 
who is convalescing at West Glou- 
cester, has formally submitted his 
resignation. The President, it was 
said, always refrains from discuss- 
ing such reports on the theory that 
if he adopted the practice he would 
be confronted constantly with ru- 
mors, some of which might prove 
embarrassing. 

It is the understanding here that 
Secretary Wills will not resume 
active duties at the War Depart- 
ment, but that his retirement from 
the Cabiner will not be announced 
for\ some time.

Sec- 
retary Weeks’ resignation is ex- 
pected before the President returns 
to Washington. 

Dwight Davis May Suceed Weeks. 

Dwight F. Davis, Assistant Sec- 
retary of War and now Acting Sec- 
retary in Weeks’ absence, is re- 
garded as President Coolidge’s most 
probable choice when a vacancy 
occurs in the War Department. The 
revival of reports that the Secre- 
tary’s resignation is imminent re- 
sulted, it is understood here, from 
the recent sale of his house in 


Washington. 
An interesting report is that As- 
sociate Justice Oliver Wendell 


Holmes will retire from the Su- 
preme Cougt before the court be- 
gins its fall session. Justice 
Foolmes is 84 years old. In case 
Justice Holmes retires, the Presi- 
dent, according to the same re- 
port, will appoint Chief Justice 
Arthur P. Rugg of the Massachu- 
setts Supreme Court to fill the va- 
cancy. .

FIREMEN SEARCHING 
RUINS FOR VICTIMS 


Many Thought to Be in 
Wreckage, From Which 
Twelve Dead Have Been 
Removed. 


By the Associated Press. 
BOSTON, July 6.—The thir- 


teenth and fourteenth bodies were 
taken from the ruins of the col- 


lapsed Pickwick Club buiiding late 
tonight. They were those of an 
unidentified white man and a 
negro. Several more bodies could 
be seen under the flooring, it was 
said. 

Seven bodies, six men and cne 
woman, had been taken from the 
wreckage a short time before. Six 
oy the bodies were in a “pocket” 
iz the ruins near where the fren‘ 
door had stood. ¥ 

The buildings Which housea the 
club, a Chinatown ‘all-night resort. 
collapsed during a “night before 
the Fourth’ dancing party carly 
tcday. 

Seventeen persons were taken tc 
hospitals after they had been re- 
moved from the wreckage. Some 
of them were not expected to live. 
Police and firemen believed many 
more bodies would be found in the 
debris, although hope was held out 
that some of the victims would -be 
alive. Voices, mostly women’s, 
that were heard calling from be- 
neath the wreckage during the 
early hours became silent later. 

Three women and two men w>re 
pieviously taken from the ruins 
dead, or died a short time later. 
Five or six oother dead were seen 
in wreckage, according to resque 
workers. 

A search for an unknown. num- 
ber of dead was being pressed tu- 
night. Throughout the day sco-es 
of firemen, aided by police officers. 
working with a big steamshdovel 
and automobile trucks, bored their 
way into the tangled iron At 
night they continued their work 


under a huge hattery of search- 
lights. It was not expected that 
the ful! list of dead would wpe 
known before Sunday night. 
Dead Removed. 
The dead removed from the 


wreckage dpring the day included: 
Miss Loretta Keegan, 36 years old, 
of Cambridge; John J. Scales, 21, 
a singer in the dance club; Mrs. 
Edith Jordan of Somerville, a 
bride of a few months, who died 
from shock; W. H. Marr, 30,. ma- 
chinist of the United States Coast 
Guard cutter Mohava, and Pauline 
B, Luca and Patrolman Halloran. 

The-Pickwick Club on Beach 
street, near Washington, occupied 
the second story of the building, 
which once was the Dreyfus Hotel, 
meeting place of the sporting and 
theatrical fraternity. A Fourth of 
July program was in progress when 


shertly after 3 o’clock, without 
warning, the roof and all five 
stories went plunging downward 


in a twisted ruin. 

One side wall next to which an 
excavation for a new building was 
being made, buckled in the middle 
and fell in on a part of the ruin. 
The frént sagged forward and 
leaned at a crazy angle. 

In a wild rush for safety many 
fled out of rear windows and down 
a fire escape. Others found their 
way down a flight of stairs close 
to a standing wall. Still others 
were hurled clear in the fall and 
suffered only slight injury. 

Ydke Sound of Firecrackers. 

The cracking of snapping tim- 
bers and rafters before the crash 
failed to alarm the dancers. The 
noise was drowned in part by the 
dance orchestra. Survivors said 
that they thought the crackling 
was the sound of fire crackers be- 
ing exploded outside. 


More than a hundred persons 
were in the club at the time and 
many other persons had  »béen 
turned away fust before the crash. 
Many, however, are believed to 
have escaped unharmed through 
windows in the walls that did not 
fall. . 

Estimates of the number buried 
beneath the wreckage varied from 
30 to more than 100. 

After lying pinned beneath pieces 
of metal roofing and heavy joists 
fort nearly nine hours, Mrs. Edith 
Jordan, of Somerville. a suburb. 
was rescued about noon. She had 
talked to them and had been given 
water throuzh a rubber tube. She 
had scarcely reached the hospital. 
however and asked to see her hus- 
band, who had escaped from the 
bullding, when she died.

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RAILROAD MASTER 
MECHANIC, 75 YEARS 
IN SERVICE, DIES 


Richard H. Briggs, ““The Grand 


Old Man of the Frisco,” 
Was 93 Years Old.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 3.—The 
railroad world lost its oldest mas- 
ter mechanic today in the death of 
Richard H.- Briggs, 75 years in 
service. Retired from active serv- 
ice by the Frisco Rallroad in 1913, 
Briggs had made his home here. 
He was 93 years old. 

Briggs’ life as a “railroader” 
was one of color and achievements. 
Employed by the Schenectady Lo- 
comotive Works as a machinist, 
apprentice, at 16, he later went to 
the Morgan Workx New York. 
After several years he came South. 

In 1865, Briggs went with the 
Mobile & Ohio road as machinist, 
with headquarters at Whistler, Ala. 
After 18 years’ service there he 
went with the Chesepeake & Ohio 
Southwestern road, and when he 
departed from Whistler, he was 
honored and universally loved. Tho 
townsfolk presented Briggs with a 
silver service. 

His name is on the record books 
of railroading.~ While with the 
Mobile and Ohio road he construct- 
ed six locomotives, forging and 
constructing each part in his shops. 

“The grand old man of the Fris- 
co,” he was called. He was ons- 
time president of the American 
Railway Master Mechanics’ Asso- 
ciation.

FLORENCE HAYWARD. 
WRITER DIES AT 60 


She Was Well Known Figure 
in Local Literary and Art 
Circles. 


Miss Florence Hayward, contrib- 
utor to various magazines and a 
well-known figure in local literary 
and art circles, died yesterday at 
4:30-p. m. at the Jewish Hospital; 
after an illness of six weeks. Sv*1e 
was 60 years old. 

Miss Hayward was born in New 
Mexico, about the close of the Civil 
War, and was the daughter of Col. 
George A. Hayward of the Confed- 
erate Army. The family came to 
St. Louis, and Miss Hayward was 
educated in Mary Institute. She 
began writing articles for the Spec- 
tator, a local publication of that 
time. This work, in the 90s, led to 
a stay of several years in London, 
as a contributor to magazines, both 
American and English. 

She returned to St. Louis when 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
was in preparation. She made an 
inquiry into an amissement enter- 
prise which had made a proposal 
to the Exposition directors, and it 
was on her report that the proposal 
was rejected by the directors. 

President Francis of the Exposi- 
tion Board offered Miss Hayward 
a foreign appointment in behalf of 
the fair. She stipulated that she 
should be a commissioner, and was 
made the first woman commission- 
er of the exposition. 

Obtained Jubilee Gifts. 
Before leaving St. Louis for Lon- 
don, Miss Hayward told the execu- 
tive committee of the Exposition 
that she intended to get Queen Vic- 
toria’s jubilee presents as an ex- 
hibit at the fair. “You are just 
as likely to get the loan of West- 
minster Abbey,” one of the com- 
mittee remarked. 

But Miss Hayward, as the go- 
getters of today would say, “sold’’ 
King Edward VII the idea of send- 
ing his revered mother’s jubilee 
giftato St. Louls. The idea which 
she pressed upon the King was that 
this special personal showing of 
interest and friendship would help 
to improve British-American re- 
lations, which had been strained by 
the Venezuela incident of a few 
years before. 

The gifts came in due time, 
guarded by'London “bobbies,” and 
through the 1904 exposition season 
they were displayed in what is now 
the library of Wasnington Univer- 
sity. They were the most distinct- 
ive exhibit of the Fair—a group of 
priceless jewelry, plate and art 
objects, the gifts to a beloved 
Queen from all her own dominions 
and from other lands. The scrip- 
tural description of “the glory and 
honor of the nations” was recalled 
by this display, unprecedented in 
America. 

On the same tour on which she 
obtained the loan of the jubilee 
gifts, Miss Haywar@ visited the 
Pope, and obtained an exhibit from 
the Vatican, Cardinal Satolli aiding 
in this undertaking. 
When the exhibits were assem- 
bled, Miss Hayward was made 
Commissioner of Hisvwory, and the 
‘jubilee and Vatican exhibits, and 
loans from the historical treasures 
of the New Orleans Cabildo were 
included under her supervision. 
Founder of Artists’ Guild. 
Miss Hayward was one of the 


the inventor—of the Artists’ Guild. 
When, nearly 20 years ago, reports 
were published that women 
smoked cigarettes at the Guild af- 
fairs, Miss Hayward announced 
that she smoked at the Guild, and 
at home. “Also,” she added, “I 
use soap when washing my. face.” 
Smoking by women was less gen- 
erally récognized then than it is 
now. 

Honors bestowed on Miss Heay- 
ward by foreign bodies of dis- 
tinction were her election to the

Thousands of the city’s popula- 
tian celebrated the Fourth of July 
with scores of patriotic meetings, 
parades and church services. -Cen- 
tral Park was the scehe of the 
greatest gathering, and Riverside 
Drive was lined with thousands 
who watched 7000 members of mil- 
itary organizations and patriotic 
bodies parade as a part of the De- 
fense day program. 

An international aspect was 
given the ceremonies in Central 
Park by the attendance of Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Hugh Duncan 
Grant of the British Navy and 
Capt. A. E. Stewart, commander of 
the Argentine naval training ship, 
Sarmiento. During the services the 
American flag was hoisted above 
the ship, anchored in the Hudson 
River, and a salute of 21 shots 
was fired. Simultaneously the guns 
on Governor's Island fired the na- 
tional salute. 

Contrasting with the Defense day 
activities, the Women’s Peace Un- 
ion of the Western Hemisphere 
held a meeting in Battery Park, at 
which the members adopted declar- 
ations against war and reiterated 
their pledge “Never to aid in or 
sanction war, offensive or defen- 
sive, international or civil, in any 
way, whether by making or hand- 
ling munitions, or subscribing to 
war loans.”

Finding of Two Pairs of Chil- 
dren’s Shoes Near Where 
Patrolman Grogan Was 
Slain by Holdup Men Ex- 
plains Tragedy to Widow.

At 4:10 p. m. Friday, Officer 
John H. Grogan lay shot to death 
in the lobby of the building at 1531 
Washington avenue. A few doors 
away, at the Roberts, Johnson & 
Rand branch of the International 
Shoe Co, 1505 Washington avenue, 


a package containing two pairs.of 
children's shoes lay on the lobby 
floor. This fact may not help the 
police in solving the murder of 
Grogan, but to the widow it ex- 
plains the entire tragedy. 

“If he hadn't been such a family 
man, always thinking of his fam- 
ily,”” Mrs. Grogan said today, “this 
would have never happened. But 
he insisted that the children need- 
ed some summer shoes. ‘I'm going 
to bring you home seme shoes to- 
night,’ he told Delphine and Clem- 
entine, the two youngest of our 
four girls. ‘And they'll be fine shoes 
too,” he said, as he left the house 
in that sort of happy way of his. 
And then, on account of this, all 
this happens because he would 
never have been there if it wasn't 
for the shoes. About an hour 
after I had been told, Clementine 
—she is only 9, you know—came 
up and said, ‘When will Dad bring 
my shoes?’ And he laying dead 
in the Morgue for an hour or more. 
“But John would have liked to 
end the way he did. He always 
said, ‘You may be able to say lots 
of other things agafnst me, but 
you can’s say I’m not a good cop.’ 
He loved his work. But he loved 
horses and sometimes he would say 
he wished he was a turfman, but 
a little while later he would always 
say, ‘No, I started a cop and I want 
to finish a cop.’ And that’s what 
he did.” 

“And he was a fine big up stand- 
ing man, too,” the widow contin- 
ued. ‘“‘He was 5 feet, 11 inches 
tall, and he weighed 250 pounds. 
Did you ever know him?” she 
asked the reporter. “Well, hers 
is a picture of me and him taken 


on our marriage day, 17 yeare ago 
last month. Wasn't he the fine 
looking young fellow? Yes, and 
he was a good man, too. He never 
got tough, the way some police- 
men do, from mixing with crimi- 
nals. Never a day passed but which 
he dropped into St. Mark’s Catho- 
lic Church, which was on his beat.”

U.S. Public Health Reports Show Terrific Increase in Infant 
Morality From Intestinal Disease During Hot Weather 
“Summer is the purgatory of motherhood,” according to

“I don’t know what is in this.

—The total damage to public and 
business buildings in Santa Bar- 
bara by Monday’s earthquake, esti- 
mated by a board of California 
engineers who reported today after 
a detailed examination, is $6,230,- | 
000. The estimate does not in- 
clude damage to private residences. 

The engineers, who are ‘headed 
by Prof. Cc. E. Marx of the Stan- 
ford University engineering school, 
estimated damage to business 
bulldings and semipublic institu- 
tions at $5,000,000; to schools at 
$700,000, and to county bulldings | 
at $230,000. Their report shows 
that they inspected 411 buildings. 
Of these the number totally de- 
stroyed or to be#demolished is 74. 
including 14 classed as ‘‘shacks,” 
requiring further inspection before 
being demolished 11; unsafe until 
repaired, 72; safe “as is,” 64; in 
need of repairs but safe for imme- 
diate use, 82; damaged and to be 
opened for use when repaired, 102;

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Swimmer Defeated Only Once 


Chicago Athlete,, Who Has a 


Clothing Shop, Says He Expects 


to Keep on Breaking Records Because He Has 


Such a Wonderful 


Coach in Bachrach. 


By Dent ‘McSkimming. ° 


probably is no figure who stands 


out among his contemporaries as does Johnny Weissmuller among 

swimmers. Unless it be the Finn, Paavo Nurmi, there is no athlete 
who has so completely dominated his field and conquered all oppo- 
uents and smashed so many world records as this young Chicagoan 
who. in spite of medals, honors and homage, continues to enter his 
work with the enthusiasm of an unsophisticated boy.

Weissmuller, who entertained St. 
Louisans at the opening of the 
Coliseum pool last week, holds ev- 
ery world record on.the books for 
distances ranging from 50 to 500 
yards, either for the regulation 75- 
foot pool or for the 60-fvot pool 
and either for distance in yards or 
in meters. 

This unique fellow has LOST 
ONLY ONE RACEAn his five years 
of competition. 

He ‘is just one scant past 21 
years of age and he believes he will 
continue to smash records for sev- 
eral more years. His coach, Wwil- 
liam Bachrach of the Illinois Ath- 
letic Club, asserts with some degree 
of certainty that “Johnny will 
smash a record any time he feels 85 
per cent ‘right.’ 

Most sports followers know what 
Bachrach means by “by 85 per cent 
right.” 

“He doesn’t even need tough 
competition to break a 2 cord,” 
Bachrach says. “He needs only to 
be fit and full of pep and to have 
a pool of water. I can see it com- 
ing, sometimes, when the lad ap- 
pears more than usually eager to 
get going.” 


A Swimmer for Fun. 


S for Johnny himself, swim- 
ming is to him not a profes- 
sion, but just fun. 

“IT like to go out and beat fel- 
lows in a race, especially the big, 
husky swimmers who think they 
ean beat me,” chuckled Weiss- 
muller when he was asked whether 
he still got real enjoyment out of 
his competitive swimming. 

‘“T am going to keep on trying 
to break records until some fel- 
low comes along who can beat me 
and then I'll take my place among 
the ‘has-beens, he added. 

“It's my opinion, though, that 
the sprint records are not going 
to fall as quickly as the lony*r 
distances. I feel sure that I am 
going to take’a littJe time off the 
record for the 10@ yards out at 
Seattle in the national champion- 
ships.” (These races will be held 
July 29-30-31 and Aug. 1.) 

Johnny Weissmuller is not given 
to making speeches about himeelf. 
If an interviewer seeks informa- 
tion about fhe athiete’s early 
training.\ his habits. aime in life 
and opinions regarding his chosen 
avocation, he must draw the facts 
eut by repeated questioning. 

“Yes, I suppose I'll continue 
with my men’s clothing business 
iwhen I finish my swimmnig days.” 
he answered to @ query. “I have 
a one-third interest in a shop in

Chicago and the profits from the 
business are enough to allow me 
to travel and give exhibitions. 


100,000 Miles in 3 Years. 


OW far have we traveled in 
the last three years, Stubby?” 
lhis Question ‘was addressed to

muller. 
“Well. counting the Olympic 
games jJast year and the trip 


around Europe after the games, 
and the jaunt out to the Pacific 
Coast after we returned, and back 
and forth around the country, I 
guess we have gone 100,000 miles 


in the last three years,’ replied 
Kruger. 
All arrangements for Weis- 


muller’s travel and all negotiations 
covering the payment of expenses 
are cared for by Coach Bachrach. 

“Johnny is dothg all this for tne 
love of the sport which is to him 
a great deal of fun,” said Bachrach. 
“He enters into no  »*negotiations 
with anyone and he is not per- 
mitted to handle any money paid 
by any club or pool to obtain iis 
services for an exhibition. Wels- 
muller has his expenses paid and 
no muvre.” 

It wil perhaps interest those wno 
believe Weissmuller a “born 
champion” to know that he, nim- 
self attributes his success to his 
coach, Bachrach. 

“I was just lucky enough to ret 
into the right club and under the 
proper coach at the right time,” 
answered the champion when he 
was asked to analyze his success 
as a swimmer.

In any case, there’s the fact. 
And here’s another: Horthy is a 
figure-head. Count Bethlen, the 
Premier, as’ head of the Parlia- 
mentary Government, wields such 
power as is given to a Hungarian 
ruler. Horthy is not unlike a con- 
stitutional monarch. His main task 
is to provide,that color which 
dazzles one in his palace. 

One must but mention Mr. Jere- 
miah Smith, and his significance,’ 
to dispel the Horthy regime myth. 
Hungary is under outside domina- 
tion. A country in this position 
cannot enjoy the luxury of a dicta- 
torship, because the dictator is dic- 
tated to from outside. It is obvi- 
ously impossible for Horthy to ven- 
ture into Mussolini dramatics, be- 
cause the league, the Little En- 
tente and the rest of the world 
would pounce upon him and make 
him look pathetically helpless. 

Feudalism Remains. | 

The Hungarian Government is a 
product of its soil. Hungary has 
always been a feudal country. The 
big land owner, the servile.peasant, 
the landed gentry and the lower 
classes; with the small industrialist 
class, the bankers and the traders 
as a despised middle class. There 
has not been a radical division of 
the land since the armistice, al- 
though 50 per cent of the land is 
in the- hands of independent farm- 
ers, and the:spirit of feudalism has 
undoubtedly survived. The coun- 
try is almost always conservative, 
the cities radical. Budapest is a 
democratic city, as shown in the 
last election where the reaction- 
aries suffered heavy losses and a 
Socialistic coalition emerged out of 
comparative obscurity into power. 

But in the country the open bal- 
lot still exists. The cities vote se- 
cretly. The Hungarian Parliament 
now is endeavoring to extend the 
secret ballot to the entire country. 
The justification of the open ballot 
is feudal. The Jand owners com- 
plain the peasants would be easily 
influenced by communism, which 
in itselfris a confession that at the 
present moment the land owners 
dictate the vote of the peasants. 
But the movement against the open 
ballot is rapidly gaining strength. 

Communism as a bugaboo is los- 
ing its value gradually. Hungary 
was under communist rule six 
years ago, which is a trifle in the 
measurement of time. Already the 
Bela Kun regime is slipping from 
memory, and fear is giving way to 
réason. It will not be very long 
before opposition to the open bal- 
lot must lose its foundatiog of a 
horrible memory. 

Impartial observers are con- 
vinced the tendency is away from 
feudalism economically. The spirit 
of feudalism survives. That is why 
Hungary is a monarchy without a 
King today. The Hungarian loves 


display, in his private life, in the 
church, in the state. But there 
isn’t muc& display possible when 
Pmoney is scarce, when you are Sur- 
rounded by enemies, when you are 
fighting for existence, Feudalism 
grows strong in prosperity, and 
collapses in adversity. 

Two-thirds of Hungarian eanile 
tory has been taken away from 
her. In this division of the spoils 
went many of the big estates. Hun- 
gary is surrounded by armed 
neighbors — by Czecho-Slovaklia 
with a Hungary minority, by Jugo- 
Slavia with a Hungarian minority, 
by Rumania with a Hungarian 
minority. The feudal] master can- 
not pose as a very brave fellow 
under these circumstances. His 
pretensions sound hollow. A feudal 
master must win wars to impress 
the slaves. 

Hungary Cannot Fight. ‘ 

And Hungary is not going to 
war. She has the men, like Ger- 
many, but not the equipment. She 
is watched zealously by neighbors 
who, with French aid, have as- 
sembled first-rate fighting ma- 
chines. She is helpless. Although 
she wants intensely revision of her 
borders, she is not going to fight 
for it, because she cannot, She will 
merely wait. 

Waiting is an Oriental pasttime. 
Hungary is Oriental. The Turk has 
left his impress upon the land. 
Time is measured in centuries, not 
years. All manner of things may 
happen in a century. The entire 
balance of power in Europe cer- 
tainly will be changed; the details 
of the change are left to the 
prophets. When that change takes 
place Hungary will change. Itisa 
comforting philosophy. 

Count Karolyi is undoubtedly a 
sintere Republican. What he for- 
gets is that revolution must be 
jammed down a country’s throat. 
You must beat a monarchist into 
a Republican. Like Kerenski, ve 
sought to do it with words. So 
Hungary rejected the Republic, 
and then it rejected communism. 

Moderate Republicanism cannot 


must be developed. Hungary had 
two choices; either Bela Kun or 
Horthy. I met Bela Kun in Mo- 
cow. He is a very bitter man. 
For he realizes if Hungary were 
as large a land as Russia, if it were 
as free from invasion as Russia, 
he could have survived. Unfor- 
tunately for him, it is not, and he 
lost out forever. 

Bela Kun could have stamped 
out feudalism with an iron heel, zs 
Horthy stamped out communisin. 
Bela Kun’s task is being done for 
him by circumstance. The prodtct 
will not be at all to his liking. 
It probably will not be to the tik- 
ing of Count Karolyi. And perhaps 
it is not at all the liking of His 
Serene Highness. Mr. 
Smith, being just an American 
lawyer hanging around, has noth- 
ing to say in the matter.

Mu in 1902, on his last voyage in search of a strait between North and South America. 
Balboa crossed the isthmus 100 miles south o£ the present canal route in 1513. the first European 


to see the Pacific ocean. 


Known to the Spanish as Cristobal Colon, visited the shores of Pana- 


Four hundred years later, almost to the day, Sept. 26, 1913. took place the first test opera- 


tion of Gatun locks. 


Following the discovery of the Pacific, the search for the strait continued until 1529, when. 
Alvaro de Saavedra, a companion of Balboa in the discovery of the Pacific, prepared the first plans 


for a canal. 


From that time on the canal was an international hope; Spanish. French, British and Ameri- 
cans through the centuries made surveys and developed projects. 


The actual work on the canal was begun by the French on Jan. 20, 1882, in excavation of Cule- 


bra cut. 


This company operated until 1889. 
rights and property were purchased by the United States June 28. 1902. 


the Canal Zone began on May 4, 1904, and im the tenth year after that the cana! was opened. 
The farst ocean steamer passed through on Aug. 3, 1914, and on Aug. 15, 1914, the canal was 


opened to commerce. 


The official and formal opening was proclaimed by the President on July 12, 19290. 
The gold rush for California brought abeut the building of a railroad across the isthmus. On

G. W. Egan, Four Times 

Beaten in Race for Gov- 
_ ernor, Loses Fight 
| Against Two-Year Term. 


‘TWICE DISBARRED 
| AS A LAWYER 


Polled 40,000 Votes JAfter 
| Being Convicted of Mak- 
ing False Fire Insurance 
Claims.

SIOUX FALLS, 8S. D., July 4.— 
Four times an unsuccessful candi- 
date for Governor of South Dakota, 
defeated once for United States 
Senator, losing out in an effort to 
be elected Mayor of Sioux Falls, 
-and twice disbarred from practic- 
|Ing law in South Dakota, are high 
| lights in the career of George W. 
Egan, who is in the State peniten- 
tiary in Sioux Falls to serve two 
years for making falee claims for 
fire insurance. | 

For more than four years, fol- 
lowing his second conviction, in 
April, 1921, he had made an effort 
through various courts to prevent 
execution of the sentence, the case 
|finally reaching the United States 
Supreme Court on habeas corpus 
proceedings. On May 25 of this 
year the Federal Supreme Court 
decided against him. On May 28, 
1910, he was first convicted on the 
charge of making false claims for 
fire insurance. ‘The State Supreme 
Court, to which he had appealed, 
/reversed the conviction and Egan 
|was granted a new trial. which re- 
‘sulted in his second conviction. 

Prosecuted Millionaire's Wife. 

Egan's first appearance on the 
‘scene in South Dakota was in 1906, 
when iAterested persons engaged 
| his services as special prosecutor 
/to conduct the case against Mrs. 
Emma Kaufmann, wifé of Moses 
Kaufmann, then known as the 
‘millionaire brewer” of Sioux Falls, 
who in June of that year was ar- 
rested on the charge of having been 
responsible for the death of Miss 
Agnes Polreis, her 16-year-old do- 
mestic. 

Mrs. Kaufmann was alleged to 
have caused the death of the girl 
by a series of brutal acts, treating 
‘the girl in such a manner that she 
‘died in a Sioux Falls hospital, .to 
‘which she was rushed when fer 
serious condition became known. 

Egan got a conviction at the 
first trial of the case, which at- 
tracted nation-wide attention. 
After some months, Mrs. Kaurf- 
mann was @ranted a new trial, 
which resulted in her being found 
‘guilty of simple assault and bat- 
tery, and she was given her liberty 
after paying a fine of about $125. 
The strain of the charge against 
[her is believed to have caused the 
| death of her husband, Moses Kauf- 
'mann, who dropped ~ dead some 
‘months after the second trial. Mrs. 
‘Kaufmann died several years after 
‘her husband. 
| After the two Kaufmann trials 
'Egan took up his’ residence in 
Sioux Falls and engaged in the 
| practice of law. His theatrical 
manner of conducting the first 
‘Kaufmann trial had attracted at- 
‘tention to himself and he did not 
lack for clients, In due time stories 
‘gained circulation that he had 
“fleeced” seme of his clients, and 
later when these clients gnade the 
necessary affidavits disbarment 
proceedings were instituted against 
him. “After a hearing before the 
State Supreme Court that body 
disbarred him, finding him guilty 
of unprofessional conduct. 

Wins Reinstatement. 

After several years, Egan made 
an appeal to the State Supreme 
Court for reinstatement, and on 
‘his»« promise to conduct his law 
‘business in a professional manner 
in future he finally was reinstated. 
| But it was not long until charges 
similar to those made in the first 
disbarment proceeding were made 
against him, and after a full hear- 
‘ing the Supreme Court disbarred 
‘him for the second time. This dis- 
'barment has since been in effect. 
| The manner in which he was 
able to sway people by his gifts 
lof oratory was shown at the state- 
‘wide primary election held in South 
| Dakota in March, 1922, when he re- 
leejived a total of about 40,000 votes 
‘in his unsuccessful fight tq, win the 
Republican nomination for the of- 
‘fice of Governor of South Dakota. 
| This mfrked the high tide of the 


‘vote received during the numerous 
‘times he made unsuccessful cam- 
'paigns for the office of Governor 
‘and for United States Senator. At

_ WHEN RIFF STRUCK 


He and Wife Were in Fez 


When Abd-el-Krim Was 
Reported About to Cap- 
ture City. 


The war in Moroceo against the 
| Riff tribes, personal impressions 
of some of the personages figuring 
in the news from Southern Europe 
‘and Northern Africa and sidelights 
gained from an 8000-mile automo- 
bile tour of those regions are de- 
ascribed by William H. Danforth of 
17 Kingsbury place, who returned 
recently to St. Louis. 

The Danforth party, which was 
made up of Banforth; president of 
the Ralston Purina Co., and Mrs. 
Danforth; Walker Buckner, vtce 
president of the New York Life 
Insurance Co. of New York City, 
and Mre. Buckner; and Gordon M. 
Philpott of the promotion depart- 
ment of the Ralston company. 
sailed from New York March 26 for 
a vacation tour. Upon thelr arrival 
in France they engaged the auto- 
mobile, with a chauffeur and «a 
courier, who spoke four languages, 
and set forth. 

The closeups of the trip included 
officials of France, the King and 
Queen of Spain and Ambassador 
Moore, Gen. de Chambrun and his 
wife, the sister of Congressman 
Nicholas Longworth; Marshal Ly- 
autey; the Sultan of Morocco and 
lesser dignitaries. 

“The tour of North Africa began 
at Casa Blanca and included Mar- 
rakesh, the eld capital of Morocco: 
Rabat, the present capital and 
Marshal Lyautey's headquarters, 
and the home of the Sultan; Fes 
where they were enteflained py 
Gen, and Mra de Chambrun, rhe 
Governor-General; .Toza, fought 
over many times, where a French 
garrison is located; then across 
country to Oudja, through Algiers, 
Constantine, Biskra, the Garden of 
Allah, through the ruins of the 
ancient cities of pone,.Lam besa 
and Dougga; a thence to Tunis 
and old Carthage. 

The Spanish “Victory.” 

“We saw France at the begin- 
ning and also at the end of our 
trip,” he related. “This included 
her coast line along the Atlantic, 
her beautifyl Mediterranean shore 
line, to say nothing of Paris and 
her other attractive cities which 
will live long in our memories, 

“Spain, like France, is asa dis- 
turbed as a setting hen. We saw 
King Alfonso and his Queen twice. 
once at the bull fight at Seville 
and once at a fiesta at Jerez. We 
also saw the dictator, Primo de 
Rivera. When in Spain we were 
shown the ‘victorious’ Spanish sol- 
diers returning from Morocco with 
bands playing and flags flying. 

“But in Morocco we learned 6 
different story—that the Riffs on- 
der Abd-el-Krim had actually 
driven the Spanish army back to 
the sea coast. Only a few soldierg 
and guns were left to guard the 
coast fortifications and the re- 
mainder of the army returned to 
Spain 

“Then came Gibraltar, where En- 
gliish guns command the entrance 
to the sea. Then to Africa. On 
the extreme northwest, on the At- 
lantic, is Tangier, an international 
city. To the east, along the Medi- 
terranean, there is a_ territory 
stretching toward the south, about 
as big as the State of Massachu- 
setts. This is that part of Morocco 
governed by Spain. The Riff 
mountains form the southern 
boundary and the warlike tribes 
seem to have things pretty much 
their own way. 

Troops 


“Immediately to the 
Spanish Morocco lies French Mo- 
rocco, of which France was given 
the protectorate in 1912. From the 
moment we set foot in Morocco we 
heard rumblings of war. The Riffs, 
flushed with their success over 
the Spaniards, were filtering into 
French territory. Tempted by prom- 
ises of rich spoils by Abd-el-Krim, 
the border tribes began flocking to 
his standard. 

“When the wounded French 
soldiers were being brought into 
Fez and the report came that 
Abd-¢l-Krim was planning to cut 
the railroad and capture Fez our 
| blood was at fever heat. There 
'we were right on the spot. Per- 
‘mission was given to me to go to 
‘the front as an American war 
| dent. but Mra. Danforth 

Bhe had visions of those 
auxious days in 1918. 

“We passed _ Senegalese, Sou- 
danese and Algerian troops march- 
ing into the fray. The situation 
is complicated. It costs men and 
money to wage war and France 
has been drained of both. Ru- 
mors are rife that Egypt has 
emisearies with the Riffs and that 
many other foreigners, whore 
sympathies are not with France, 
are actively aiding Abd-el-Krims 
‘campaign. A war like this, in my. 
opinion, might be just the spark te 


set off another conflagration. as 
the Serbian incident did in 1914.”

Ht theater lies at the intersec- 

tion of the Olive Street road 
and the Creve Coeur trolley line, 
and is easily reached by street cur, 
bus motor. Trolley passengers 
should take the Delmar-Olive line 
and transfer to Cfeve Coeur “ars, 
which stop at the theater. Bus ‘-ne 
No. 1 (Washington-Delmar) of the 
People’s Motor Bus Co, will be 
routed directly to the entrance of 
the theater, with an extra fare of 
5 cents Two automobile routes 
are available.

little Known of Sophoctes. 

HE choice of a Greek tragedy 

to christen the theater was de- 
liberate. as a prompt and unambig- 
uous manifesto regarding the 
standards at which the new enter- 
prise will aim. “Electra” is one of 
seven dramas which have been 
preserved out of the 1006 or more 
written by Sophocies. who is con. 
sidered the foremost tragic poet of 
antiquity. Only a few facta are 
known concerning him, He was 
born in 495 and died in 406 B. C.. 
at the age of $9. Because of hi« 
beauty and grace he was chosen ‘o 
lead a chorus of boys in celebra- 
tion of the victory of Salamis. 

At the age of 55. on account of 
the political wisdom displayed in 
his “Antigone.” he was nominated 
as one of the Generale who served 
with Pericies in the Semian war 
His amiable temper caused him toe 
be universally beloved. and he was 
nicknamed “The Atfie Bee.’ he- 
cause of his gift for extracting an 
exquisite grace from all that he 
touched. The plays which survive 
are “Antigone.” “Ajax.” “O«edipus 
Rex.’ “Electra.” “The Trachinesn 
Maidens.” “Philoctetes.” and 
“Oedippus Coleneus.”

| His conclusions, under the title “Ecology of a Clay Bank,” form a chapter in a 
jro-volume book : “Experimental and Other Studies in Insect Behavior,” which he 
fi publish shortly. From the standpoint of the entomologist, Rau’s observations 
re mt evidence in support of the theory that insect life is sociolog- 
‘eal: that these creatures form communities of a sort, and are dependent on each 
er Rau has worked out intricate relationships between the bees, ants, wasps and 
ther bugs which inhabited the bank, showing how the behavior of insects is affected 
their environment; how light, heat and plant life play a part in their destinies: and 
ow occurrences affecting one species may affect others.

And each apartment house had 
a doorway and a doorkeeper. The doorkeep- 
er was a male bee with a triangular-shaped 
head. The doorway was made just large 
enough and of a shape to exactly fit his head. 
To guard the entrance against parasites or 
other intruders he would stand with his head 
pushed against the doorway, completely clos- 
ing it. The bee architects did not make the 
corridors large enough for two bees to pass 
at the door.

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The Ants’ Cows 
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The ants that lived at Bugtown ranked 
among the intelligentsia, also. They were 
of the Crematogaster species and lived in a 
crack im a post in front of the clay bank. 
This crack they sealed with a waxy substance 
of their own manufacture. Their prize stunt, 
liowever, was to build sheds over their cows. 
The ants’ cows, or plant lice or aphids, lived 
on shrubbery nearby. They excrete a sweet- 
ish milk-like fluid, which is the favorite foo: 
of ants. Feeding on plants, their habitat is 
of necessity restricted to one spot, and theirs 
is a stationary existence. In order to pro- 
tect these cows, the ants set to work on sheds 
which they built of the same witty substance 
used in sealing their homes. 


In looking over the citizenry of Bugtown 
one might suppose that the doodle-bugs 
would be amiable, stupid creatures of no so- 
cial standing whatever. Yet the Bugtown 
doodle-bugs, or ant lions, to be more ex- 
act and scientific—were sagacious insects, of 
siy and murderous natures. They lived in 
open pits dug in the loose sand at the base 
of the clay bank. All day long they squatted 
at the bottom of these pits, their hungry jaws 
open. For what? Ah! Consider for a mo- 
ment the cunning of a doodle-bug. 

An ant races across the sand in a hurry 
to milk his cow after a days work, which 
consists mainly of being buey about nothing. 
He does not see the doodle-buz's pit, or if 
he sees it thinks he can skirt the edge with 
impunity. But not so. The crumbly edge

gives way, and he tumbles down the shift- 
‘ng side of the pit. Frantieally he tries to 
climb out. But the grains of sand give way 
and-he loses his hold. Down he falls, straight 
inte the open jaws of the wily doodle-bug. 
That is why this larva is called an ant lion. 
He gobbles ants. But his taste not re- 
stricted to ants. If a bee or a spider or a 
wasp, half dead from old age, chances to fall 
into the ant lion's tpip he will be gabbied. 
The anthology of Bugtown steadily grows 
more murderous as the historian progresses. 
Caterpillar-hunting wasps formed a large per- 
centage of the population. They lived in bur- 
rows in the bank and ranged the vegetation 
the clubhouse for their prey. 
‘These Buztown were unbelieva- 
bly shrewd hunters. Their problem was to 
store up caterpillars at home for their young 
to feed on when hatched. Now caterpillars 
unless killed outright, squirm when captured.

A Wasp Attacks 


In the outskirts of Bugtown a caterpillar 
solemnly is feeding on the leaf of a weed. 
Taking observations in the sunlight above, a 
female wasp sees him. Down she darts, a 
tiny streak of yellow, straight at her victim. 
He may see her coming, but is too slow to 
find cover. In a trice she is, on his back, bit- 
ing in with her jaws just enough for a firm 
hold. He rolls and squirms. Quite deliberate- 
ly, she twists her slender body around until 
she can feel with her needle-like stinger each 
secment of his body. Tenderly she probes, 
like a skilled surgeon seeking the vital spot. 
She is searching for the caterpillar’s nerve 
center, the ganglia, as it is called. 

Usually the wasp finds it about the mid- 
dle segmemt. When she is sure she runs her 
probe in deep and injects the fatal poison. 
Almost at once the caterpillar ceases his 
struggles. His captor has paralyzed him. She 
can now carry him off to her den with. lit- 
tle trouble. The startling part of the whole 
performance is that the caterpillar remains 
almost indefinitely in this state of suspended 
animation. and keeps fresh until the wasp 
larvae are ready to eat him. 

Sometimes the first thrust is not always 
entirely successful. The paralysis wears off

and the caterpillar squirms. The wasp then 
will sting him again. Another apecies in Bug- 
town, the Fulvipes wasp always prepares for 
such a happening, for she suspends her egg 
by a thread from the ceiling of her den where 
it would not be harmed if the caterpillars 
wriggled. Her sting is too weak for paralyz- 
ing the prey—she slightly pinches the neck. 

In some species the wasp only ligntly stings 
the prey, but in others the work is so thor- 
oughly done that sometimes the victim dies 
or only lives long enough to be eaten as fresh 
meat by the wasplings. At any rate, even if 
the prey should die before the larva emerges 
the flujd that is injected with the sting acts 
as a preservative. 

Another wasp family in the settlement, 
the Pompilid species hunted spiders. Some- 
(Imes, when the wasp was small and the spid- 
er large, she trimmed off the spider's legs, 
the better to handle it. Here, likewise, the 
wasp seemed to go beyond blind instinct for 
sho seldom removed the same number of legs. 
Every indication was that the wasp trimmed 
the spider down to a weight she could carry 
—removing one, two or three legs accordin, 
to necessity. 

It might be said in passing that the Ammo- 
phila pictipenfis, a species of wasp not found 
at Bugtown, but related to the families there 
is sc advanced mentally that individuals have 
been discovered in the act of using tools in 
their work. Entomologists have observed 
them using tiny bits of rock to pound down 
the dirt around the doors of their nests, and 
in one instance recorded, an Ammophila used 
the leg of a grasshopper for pounding. 

If Bugtown did not attract these superior 
creatures it did draw a colony of Trypoxylon 
wasps, which are the only wasp species that 
live staid, married lives. All other male 
wasps are rogues, but the Trypoxylon male 
is a home-loving little soul. His mate leaves 
him at home to watch the nest while she for- 
ages. He has a comical face with big. star- 
ing eyes, and this he thrusts into the doorway 
of the house. He is faithful and trustworthy. 
If removed from the doorway with forceps 
and set down some feet away he will scurry 
back to his door. ‘When the female returns 
she apparentiy finds her home by knowing 
her mate's face. She will walk up to him, 


touch her antenna to his, as if in greeting. 
and order him out. He will advance an inch 
or so, allow her to pass in first and enter 
afterwards, or else ride in on her back. 

The histories of Bugtown might dwell 
endlessly on the personalities and habits of 
the insects which lived there. In that mass 
of clay alive with crawling, hopping and fly- 
ing things; catacombed with laboriously 
wrought homes, droning with industry, each 
species offered, causes for wonderment. 
Spiders, tireless Restasnne, laid their cunning 
snares in streets and alleys. Stick-bugs, those 
sinister footpads, prowled the rubbish in am- 
bush against the passing of a wasp, a moth 
or a grasshopper. Kissing-bugs —— what 
deadly kisses they gave—had liasons with 
wasps or spiders. Cow-bird wasps, burglars 
every one, broke into homes of other wasps 
and took them for their own. Chalcids and 
cuckoo-bees, sneakthieves all, crept inte nests 
while mothers were away and laid their own 
eggs there. 

Such were the inhabitants of Bugtown. 
workers and parasites, honest citizens and 
thieves, clever bugs and murderers. Bug- 
town's story is bigger than its individuals. 
There is yet the wonderful drama of environ- 
ment to be told, and the still more wonderfu!

Témperature was the greatest factor in. the 
life of the insect village. From October until 
the last of May the clay bank was dormant. 
Nova creature stirred. “It took two weeks of 
an average temperature of 73% degrees to 
bring the early emerging species from their 
cells. The late kind did not emerge until two 
weeks of 78 degree heat had warmed the 
clay. Then began the terrific struggle of 
these insect famijies for a place in the sun. 

The black-banded bees, having a short life 
cycle, were able to hold their homes in the 
sunny portions of the bank against the para- 
sites who also liked the sunshine. But the 
white-banded bees, living longer, were 
preyed upon when they sought to establish a 
place in the sun and, finally, were driven 
back to darkened sections of the bank. Both 
species showed, too, that they can work only 
in warmth and only in the sunshine. On 
cloudy, cool days they remained almost dor- 
mant. From the official annals of Bugtown 


let us quote enough to see how the weather 


affected its life. 

“Aug. 30. The rain fell until 2 p. m. yes- 
terday. After that hour no insects were 
abroad. The night was ragher cold and to- 
day it was 10 o'clock before the first insect 
appeared about the bank. A black cricket 
poked his head out of one of the bee holes 
where he had spent the night.. Soon several 
cricket-hunting wasps were scraping away 
the soil about their nests. A few specimens 
each of caterpillar wasps, Monobia wasps, 
carpenter bees and one each of Trypoxylon 
wasp. grass-carrying wasp and three white- 
banded bees were at work at their various 
duties of nest building. These were all ob- 
served at 11:30 a. m. and all seemed un- 
usually industrious, as if to make up for 
the lost time in yesterday's rain. As it 
neared noon, the white-banded bees appeared 
in greater numbers, and the parasitic bee- 
fiy made its appearance. That the sunshine 
was a factor in bringing out the bees was 
evidenced by the fact that only from the cells 


warmed by direct sunlight had the bees crept | 


out to work. The mothers from the nests in 
sunny sites were the first to be active in 
bringing in loads of pollen while those nests 
not so favored showed no external signs of 
life.

Does This New Extract Control It? 


IGH blood pressure, which has been 
called “‘the terror of middle age,’’ is 
the domain of the lateat interesting dis- 
covery to be reported in the medical 
world. An extract from cali’s liver, as 
yet nameless and of unknown chemical* 
constituents, is declared to have a 
miraculous effect in reducing high blood pressure, 
or hypertension. The discovery was - announced 
at a recent meeting of the Ontario 
(Canada) Medical Association by Dr. W. J. 
Macdonald, general practitioner and surgeon 
of St. Catherine’s, Ontario. The results which 
he described, as having followed injections of 


the new substance, created a_ sensation 
among the 600 doctors and surgeons 
present. 


In the cases of 32 out of 33 patients treat- 
ed, said Dr. Macdonald, the extract was sue“ 
cessful in reducing high blood pressure to 
practically normal. The possibilities of such 
a discovery are ebvious when one remembers 
that the apparatus for measuring blood pres- 
sure—the arm bandage, air pump and gauge 
—has become common-in doctors’ offices, and 
that few diagnoses of adults are considered 
complete without such a test. 

Some of the physicians at Toronto ftegard 
Dr. Macdonald’s achievement as of the utmost. 
importance, since it bears upon a malady 
which is all too common in this era of hurry 
and scurry, bustle, strain and-nervous ten- 
sion. These Canadians believe that the dis- 
covery will have a place right next to that of 
insulin in modern scientific 
research. But others feel 
that much more time must 
elapse before final pro- 
nouncement can be made. 

The average age of Dr. 
Macdonald’s patients was 61.. 
Some of them had . blood 
pressure, systolic (that is, 
when the heart contracts, 
sending out the blood) of 
more than 200 «millimeters. 
They now are being kept 
normal, under, 150 mm., 
with .one dose of the extract 
a week. Similarly, diastolic 
pressure (that is, when the 
heart expands, or its “‘in- 
take”’ stroke) was reduced 
from an average of 114 mm. 
to 86. 

The ages of the 33 pa- 
tients ranged from 45 to 67 
years. The average known 
duration of their hyperten- 
sion had been six years. Be- 
fore injections of the new 
extract the average range of 
systolic pressure was 204 
mm. and after injection it 
was 142 mm., an average 
fall in systolic pressure 
amounting to 62 mm. Be- 
fore injection the average 
range of the diastolic pres- 
eure was 114 mm. and after SS 
injection it was 86 mm., an 
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average fall jn _ diastolic 
pressure amounting to 28 ‘ ‘

appetite and weakness."”" The eight cases constitute 
a problem which must be solved before the new treat- 
ment can be called a success. 


T IS recalled that in’ the early experiments with 

insulin very serious “reactions” occurred with 
some patients, but these alarming after effects were 
eliminated by subsequent refinements of manufac- 
ture and treatment. However, insulin still remains 
a dangerous remedy except when given by a com- 
petent physician. 

Several other points of similarity exist between 
Dr. Macdonald's nameless extract and insulin. In- 
sulin is secured from the pancreas, the new extract 
from the liver. Insulin reduces blood sugar in mar- 
velous fashion, the liver extract reduces blood pres- 
Sure with equal celerity. In both extracts the treat- 
ment is by injection. Before insulin became avail- 
able, diet was the only treatment for diabetes. And 
in many diseases with high blood pressure a 
symptom, such as hardening of the arteries and apo- 
plexy, medicine hitherto has been powerless to re- 
duce the distressing symptom. - 

Dr. Macdonald originally*was interested in cancer 
research and made his discovery as to blood pressure 
more or less accidentally. While studying cancer at 
the Mayo clinic, Rochester, Minn., he investigated 
the secretory properties of the liver, which is the 
largest gland in the body and yields bile. He learned

HISOA, daughter of a wealthy Greek 
merchant at Capernaum, had gone for 
a walk. -In one of the more open parts 
of the city her way was blocked by a 
throng of people. She heard a voice 
which pronounced solemn warnings 
while the crowd listened in breathless

It is 
not for her to interrupt them with her human voice. 
But while she stands awed and silent, Jesus grows 
aware that she is near and turns toward her. His 
face is in full view and it shines with a light that is 
not of earth. She is seized with dismay. How will 
he rebuke her for thus intruding upon a solitude 
which no human eyes should have seen! 
He comes toward her and the transfiguring light 
fades from his countenance, but is not succeeded by 


a frown. The eyes that meet hers express such a. 


depth of tenderness that a flood of emotion rushes 
over her spirit. She falls at his feet and sobs con- 
vulsively. At once a hand is placed gently upon her 
head, and a wonderful feeling of calm steals over 
her. She is able to speak, but only says a few brief 
words. She does not need to tell her story. She 


. does pot need to name any names. Jesus knows all 


things. He understands. Still kneeling, she raises 
her arms imploringly and cries: 

“Oh, save him! He is nigh to death.” 

And now the eyes that had gazed into hers look 
far away. Their expression is deeply serious, almost 
troubled. The figure that had stood so calmly ma- 
jestic before her now seems to breathe forth effort 
and will. Thisoa watches breathlessly. Has she 
asked too much? Is Zatthu no longer living? Or is 
he so far away that the healing current cannot flow 
into him as it did into Marcus’ servant, Hacho’? But 
she is not long in suspense. Quickly that wonderful 
look of more than human compassion returns to the 
faee of Jesus. With his hand he signs to her that 
she is to arise, and says: 

“He is healed.” 

And so it was. The crowning humiliation had 
come to poor Zatthu. The chief impediment to his 
undertaking, the impostor, snatched him from 
the grave. But an account of the manly way in 
which he bore himself, dnd a vivid reconstruction of 
the later scenes in the career of Jesus, including the 
crucifixion, should be read at length im Mr. Sears’ 
fine historical novel.

Bligh’s story aroused England and the Pandora 
Was sent to search the South Seas for the mutineers. 
When she reached. Tahiti, Morrison and Heywood 
were first aboard her. They were put in irons. The 
others were rounded up ashore and brought aboard. 
Capt. Edwards, commanding the Pandora, ordered 
sentinels to shoot to kill if they heard them speak- 
ing to each other in Tahitan. He built a house on 
the quarterdeck, a hell-hole—11 feet by 18—-where 
his 14 prisoners were confined. Its only entrance 
was on top. Two nine-inch holes supplied the scant 
air. 

Unbelievably brutal was his treatment of these 
men. In Endeavor Strait the Pandora went upon the 
barrier reef and there was 9 feet of water in her 
hold. Three prisoners were freed to man the pumps. 
The others released themselves but again were 
ironed in handcuffs and leg irons and sentinels were 
ordered to shoot them if they moved. 

The breakers pounded the ship.unmercifully and 
she filled and her pumps failed. An order was given 
to lower her boats. The prisoners in irons protested. 

“Fire upon the rascals!”’ 

“For God’s sake,’’ cried Morrison; ‘‘no one here 
is moving!’ 

Edwards ordered his men to chop away the boom 
and make a-raft. A topmast snapped in the wind, 
gave way, fell into the waist of the ship and killed 
a sailor. The Pandora heaved and rocked and 
strained, groaning as she battered away upon the 
rocks. No ship could live in such a pounding. The 
crew was ordered into boats. 

‘Don't forget us here, for God’s sake don’t forget 
us!’’ Morrison called; and James Moulter, boat- 


- swain’s mate, opened the grill at the top of the Pan- 


dora’s box and knocked the leg irons off of some of 
the men. 

‘*‘Leave the scuttle open,’ ’ pleaded Morrison. 

“I'll set you free or we'll all go down together,’”’ 
Moulter cried above the groaning of the ship, and 
the Pandora gave a sally, and from the boats was 
heard the cry of “There she goes!’’ 


| ND so sie sank. How they did it her prisoners 
did not know, but all but four of them won free 
and plunged out from her side as she settled. Thirty 
of the Pandora’s crew were lost. 
In three boats the survivors, 99 men, set forth 
across tne Uoral Sea and, rowing in the heat of a 
September sun, they kept alive on the weight of two 
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musket balls of bread and a gill of water for their 
daily ration. After 16 days they, too, reached Keo- 
pang. But that, again, is another story. 


HRISTIAN had sailed the Bounty east and south 

1500 miles and he sighted Pitcairn Island, of which 
no doubt he knew. It is only a speck in the South 
Pacific, an island of four miles by six, with precipices 
dropping sheer into the sea from mountainous 
heights. A tiny and difficult harbor they found, and 
they landed there. 

Palms grew from the water’s edge. Near the 
shore were breadfruit trees and higher flourished 
the dark-leaved feis, of mountain plantains. There 
were banyan trees with mighty roote pendulant from 
their branches. : 

The mutineers ravaged the ship of all that they 
might use, even to Christian's Bible. Then they ran 
her on the rocks and burned and sunk her hull—

There were now upon the island nine men, each 
with his native wife—-Fletcher Christian, John Mills, 
Isaac Martin, William Brown, John Williams, Wil- 
liam McKoy, Matthew Quintall, Edward Young and 
John Adams. Two years passed. Christian, grown 
moody, gloomy and saturnine, had made himself a 
sort of dictator. Every man among the whites knew 
his neighbor’s faults and hated his neighbor.

Williams insisted upon being 
given another wife. He appropriated to himself the 
companion of a native. And the Tahitans, weary of 
slavery and hating the treacherous friends who had 
enslaved them, plotted to kill the whites. ..°.

Army. Its general use, according to the 
inventor, would cut in half the number 
of fatal accidents in flying.

To permit pilots, under such econdl- 
tions, to straightep out their planes, 
clear obstacles, and regain the power of 
flight, Captain Lepinte has placed a 
series of roekets on the sides of the 
plane or within the fuselage, set at 
angles determined by seientifie calcula- 
tion. These are filled with a high ex- 
plosive volume of gas under extremely 
high pressure. The rockets are set off 
by electric sparks, and the gas escapes

There is nothing that should alarm 
in the mere fact of blood préessure—it 
is a physiological necessity. Without 
the pressure created by the pumping of 
the heart and by the expansion and con- 
traction of the arteries with-each pulse 
wave, the life-sustaining blood would 
not circulate through the body: From 
heart into arteries, then ‘into smaller 
arteries (arterioles) and into capillaries, 
when the return journey begins by way 
of little veins (venules) and veins back 
to the heart, whence it is sent through 
the lungs and brought back to the heart 
before being pumped into the arteries 
again. 


UT although blood pressure is neces- 

sary, and although it varies accord- 
ing to sex and age, also according to 
individuals and according to different 
parts of the body of the same individual 
and according to motions, meals, and 
time of day, yet it must remain within 
certain limits if health is to be pre- 
served. Blood pressure, unduly high, is 
a signal of warning from nature. Y 


Hypertension, as the doctors call it, 
is divided into three classes. Some cases 
are called functional, and in them the 
blood pressure will re,urn to normal if 
the underlying causes, usually of a phys- 
ical or chemical meg are removed. 
Other cases are called organic, and they 
are due to some structural change in 
the heart, blood vessels or other organs. 
In the latter cases, although the proc- 
ess may be _ prevented from growing 
worse, it seldom can be got rid of en-

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tirely nor, as a rule, can the patient 
hepe to see his bloéd pressure return to 
its earlier levels and remain there. 

In between these two clearly defined 
classes come still more cases which are 
intermediate, either partly functional 
and partly organic or in the process of 
changing over from the functional to 
the organic. . 


SHE causes of high blood pressure 
still are more or less shrouded in 
mystery, despite the classification just 
given. “The functional hypertensions ap- 
pear to arise in association with certain 
persistent mental states or with intoxi- 
cations in which some known or un- 
known poisonous substances circulate in 
the blood,’’ say Dr. Barker and Dr. Cole. 
“The common of the causes to which 
high blood pressure has been attributed 
is the abnormal ‘wear and tear’ of our 
modern life. We are proud of our 
American ‘pep,’ and of the ability of 
the American ‘to get things done.’”’ 
The authors grant the excellences of this 
attitude, but call it ‘‘a vast and hideous 
mistake’’ when allowed to injure seri- 
ously_the business and professional per- 
sonnel of the country. oe 
Tenseness, anxiety and fear are bad 
habits of mind.

are assumed to depend upon the pres- 
ence of a noxious substance, elaborated 
somewhere in the body, which circulates 
in the blood and stimulates the arteri- 
toles to contraction, either by acting up- 
on a brain center or by acting directly 
on the muscles of the arterioles. To 
overcome this increased resistance to 
flow, the heart must do a larger amount 
of -work. 


“PeMPORARY high blood pressure may 
follow the use of certain drugs. 
The caffgine in coffee raises the pressure 
and so does the nicotine in tobacco. . It 


has not been proved that even the long-_ 


repeated use of these poisons results 
in more than temporary rises of blood 
pressure. Alcohol has been accused, 
also, but the proof is lacking. Workers 
in lead, mercury and zinc often develop 
high blood pressure, due, however, to 
organic changes in the arteries and kid- 
neys produced. by the long-continued ac- 
tion of these poisonous metals. Heredity, 
it is believed, plays an important part 
in some functional hypertensions. 

The most important changes associ- 
ated with so-called organic cases of 
high blood pressure are found in the 
walls of the blood vessels themselves— 
arteriosclerosis. In this affliction, the 
elastic elements of arteries or of arteri- 
oles are supplanted to a certain extent 
by a tough, strong, unyielding material 
and a thickening of the walis occurs, 
encroaching upon the space for blood. 
Such blood vessels cannot accommodate 
the varying

S a result of a contest conducted by a Moberly news- 
paper for the best snake or fish story, a score of 
yarns, some said to be true, have been received. 

In Northeast Migsouri are various kinds of rep- 
tiles.
